It is dllflcul^t to meastjre all the trngcdli 
of war because no one coines In contact with

"Mrs. 'Williams was reported to have been 
despondent because her husband, who Joined 
the navy a, year ago, has been a prisoner of 
war for the past alx months. She and their 
slx-montha-old baby had been making their 
home with her parents." 

AWk could be written about all the suf- 
fering that can be read between the lines of 
that one brief paragraph. TTiero are thous- 
ands of cases closely filmilar. 

Tlie men In the armed forces do not suffer 
all of the tragedies of war by any means. 
Their relatives who are waiting for them at 
home undergo a constant anxiety,, many of 
them suffering untold hardships that 'wo 
never hear about.
